THE LORD MAYOR'S BANQUET TO TRE 
UNITED STATES MINISTER. 


4A Distinguished Gathering at the Mansion 


House—Rict and Excitement at Carrick. 
on-Suir, Ireland—The Police Mobbea— 
Au English Missionary and His Follow- 
ers Murdered in Zanzibar — Foreign 
News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

London, January 25.—Almost before the 
company was fairly seated at the Phelps ban- 
quet yesterday, it had become mere common- 
piace to say that the gathering was oneef the 
most distinguished ever seen at the Lord 
Mayor’s table. Never at any dinner before 
have the entire bench ot judges, with two ex- 
ceptions, attended. The bar, too, was there 
in strong forge. The medical profession 
was represented by the most distinguished 
practitioners; art by almost the entire 
body of Royal Academicians, and there were 
also some of the most eminent preachers, 
musicians, dramatists, actors, novelists and 
journalists of the day. So many men of im- 
portance had claims to be presented that, 
contrary to the usual custom, no ladies were 
invited. YettheGovernmént were practically 
unrepresented. Not a single Minister of 
Cabinet rank was present. The ob- 
served of all observers after Minister Phelps 
were Jueges Hannen and Day of the Parnell 
Commission. The third commissioner, Judge 
Smith, was notthere. Among the American 
residents was Consul Waller, who received 
congratulations, the banquet coinciding with 
hie birthday, Mr. Pheips’ speech, prepared 
before hand, was in the hands of the news- 
papers before being delivered, but was de- 
livered with all the appearance of being im- 
promptu. It was greatly admired, both 
for matter and manner, his remark 
about people who never made a mistake 
greatly tickled the audience. The speaker 
could not proceed for fully half a minute. 
Among the loudest in praise of Mr. Phelps’ 
speech was the war correspondent, ‘‘Bull 
Run’’ Russeli, with his breast a perfect blaze 
of decorations. His praises could be heard 
all over the hall. Next to Russell sat Edmund 
Yates, who, remembering the Chief Justice’s 
sentence upon bim of four months’ imprison- 
ment, looked particularly scornful when the 
latter spoke in responding to the toast of 
‘*Tempering justice with mercy.’’ 

GENEROUS GOOD FEELING. 

LONDON, January 2%.—The Daily 
referring to the banquet given last evening by 
the Lord Mayor in honor of Mr. Phelps, says: 
I Lord Salisbury found it incompatible to 
parade the virtue of turning his cheek 
tq the smiter be sent Sir James Ferguson, 
Under Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
to do duty for him. Nothing, therefore, 
was wanting te complete the success of the 
demonstration of England’s generous good 
feeling. We trust that the Americans will 
not take our Goaspeed to Mr. Phelps as an 
act of vicarious penitence.

AFRICAN ATROCITIES. 


Missionary Brooks and Sixteen of His Fol- 
lowers Murdered by Natives. 


ZANZIBAR, January 25.—An English mission- 
ary named Brooks and sixteen of his followers 
were murdered on Saturday near Saadani by 
members of the coast tribes and natives 
of Zanzibar. These murders indicate the 
extent of hatred to whites the Germans have 
aroused. Saadanifor many years has been 
the starting point of European missions, the 
natives welcoming the missionaries and as- 
sisting all of them, especially the English. 
The murders have caused a sensation. The 
question as to the measures England will taze 
ta punish the murderers is eagerly discussed 
here.

POLICEMEN MOBBED. 

DUBLIX, January 25.—Several of the persons 
who were arrested at Carrick-on-Suir yester- 
day duringjthe disturbance at the arraignment 
of Mr. Wm. O’Brien, were conveyed to Clon- 
mel last night. A largecrowd had gathered 
about the railway station at Clonmel, and 
upon the farrivai of fthe police and 
their prisoners the mob prevented the 
police from passing and demanded the release 
of the prisoners. The crowd stoned the police 
and the latter threatened to fire upon them. A 
priest interceded and prevented bloodshed. 
After two hours haa passed the police received 
reinforcements and succeeded in lodging their 
prisoners in jail. 

EDITOR O’ BRIEN CONVICTED AND MISSING. 

When the trial of Mr. Wm. O’Brien was re- 
sumed to-day at Carrick-on-Suir, Mr. O’Brien 
was absent. The trial, however, proceeded in 
his absence, and he was convicted and sen- 
tenced to four months’ imprisonment without 
hard labor. The police have as yet discovered 
no clew to Mr. O’ Brien’s whereabouts. 

FATHER M’CARTHY’S TRIAL. 

The trial of Father McCarthy, charged with 
inciting boycotting, was resumed at Clona- 
kilty to-day. Father McCarthy was found 
guilty and the magistrate imposed a sentence 
of four months’ imprisonment upon him.

George B. Mailedon, the executioner, has 
held his present office fora period of seven- 
teen yeurs, and in that time has made for him- 
self the most remarkable record possessed by 
any manin a like 1 in the civilized 
world. In that time he has adjusted the 
rope and sprung the trap that has 
launched sixty souls to a le death. 
The first man he hanged was an Indian named 
Jno. Childers in 1872, and the list of 60 was filled 
by the execution of Richard Smith to-day. In 
the entire number he has never made one 
mistake, there has never been the slightest 
confusion and every one of the sixty has had 
his neck broken at the fall. Maeledon prides 
himself upon the proficiency he has attained 
in his art, and he ikes to 
talk of the neat jobs he has 

rformed in his line, and can tell many an 
nteresting experience with the condemned 
men. There is nothing ofthe appearance of 
the hangman about him, and nothing in his 
personal appearance that would attract atten- 
tion. Of medium size, slightly stooped- 
shouldered and gray, he moves about quietly, 
seldom speaking to anyone. 

Maledon was born near Landow, 

on the Oh of June, 1880, 
consequentiy 58 youn of 

age. While yet an infant his parents 
emigrated to America and eventually settled in 
Detroit, Mich., where his father followed his 
trade of stonemason until they moved to this

It has recently been discovered by M. F. 
Tissier, editor of the Herald, who also held the 
position of City Clerk of East St. Louis, 
that a certain decision of the Supreme

INTERSTATE BRIDGES. 


The United States Court at Louisville 
has delivered a surprising decision in the 
Kentucky & Indiana Bridge Co.’s case. 
The company’s Kentucky charter made 
ita common carrier by authorizing it to 
construct railroad tracks over its bridge 
and approaches to connect with other 
railroad lines, and to do a transportation 
business with its own locomotives as a 
connecting link between those lines. The 
company itself claims to be a common 
carrier, and is actually engaged in such 
transportation business as is authorized 
by its charter. A clause in the interstate 
commerce law expressly provides that the 
term railroad, as used in that act, ‘‘shall 
e molude all bridges and ferries owned or 
‘‘operated in connection with any 
‘‘railroad.’’ It provides also that 
the term ‘‘transportation’’ shall include 
all instrumentalities of shipment or car- 
riage.’’ On these grounds Judge COOLEY 
and the Commission rested a deci- 
Court overrules, the 
court holding that the bridge com- 
pany is not a common § carrier, 
and that the Commission has no 
power to compel the L. & N. Railroad to 
receive and transmit freight via the Ken- 
tucky and Indiana bridge. It is quite 
probable that this decision will be re- 
versed as soon as the Supreme Court is 
asked to pass uponit. A decision that the 
St. Louis Bridge & Tunnel Co. is nota 
common carrier, and is not engaged in the 
interstate transportation business, would 
rather astonish the bar on both sides of 
the river.

PAYSON’S PLAINT. 

Payson of Illinois and the Governor of 
the Cherokee tribe are under the impres- 
sion that Indian tribe landlordism is 
hedged about with a divinity which can- 
not surround the property of the white 
citizen. According to their ideas, it is 
sacrilegious to assert or extend the power 
of eminent domain over Indian land, or 
to regulate by statute the Indian land- 
lord’s use and enjoyment of hisland. It 
must not guly be exempt from taxa- 
tion, but exempt from all the burdens 
of civilization and civilized government. 
The white citizen who pays a thou- 
sand dollars a foot for land in St. Louis, 
and then pays 2 per cent of taxation on it, 
is not permitted to maintain a huisance on 
it. But we are told that an Indian patent 
to the lands of the Indian Territory isa 
perpetual bar to our civilization and our 
system of Government and entitles the 
Indian landlord to maintain in the midst 
of our States a nuisance of savagery and 
communism, with perfect immunity from 
Government interference. This is the rot 
on which rests every argument against 
the opening of that Territory to settle- 
ment.

Dr. Charcot, the famous French doctor, is 
opposed to the admission ot women to his pro- 
fession, He spoke very decidedly on the sub- 
ject the other day, after the jury, of which he 
was one, had listened to the thesis written 
and read dy Mile. Schultze, and had given 
their verdict thereon—a most favorable one: 
‘*If your intention, mademoiselic, was to 
prove the intellectual capacity of woman, of 
what courage she is capable, the amount of 
instruction she can acquire when she likes, I 
have only praise to give you. Allow me to 
say, however, that we had nothing 
to learn on this score; we already 
knew that woman, superior to man 
in many ways, is his equal In many 
of his intellectual manifestations. But if your 
intention was to prove thatthe medical pro- 
fession is as much a feminine as a masculine 
one, it is impossible for me not to raise my 
voice against such a pretension. The woman 
doctor will never be anything but an excep- 
tion. There are exceptional women in every 
walk of life—in, art, science and literature. 
There are ev women who have carried 
arms, and yet the military career is the one 
least suited to yoursex. It is worthy of re- 
mark that when a woman adopts a profession 
suitable to men, it is never a secondary part 
she attempts to play. She prefers the first 
characters. I spoke of women warriors. These 
women, you know. played the part of gene: 
rails, never that of simple soldier. Now, these 
female doctois, they aim immediately at being 
house surgeons in our hospitals; and they will 
practice medicine, you will see, only in large 
towns—never in the country. I hold their 
pretensions to be exorbitant, being contrary 
to the nature of tlilngs—contrary to wsthet- 
es.

LEGAL NOTES. 


Suits Filed To-Day in the City Civil Courts— 
Probate Matters. 


Maria Bergmeyer brought suit this morning 
against the city to recover damages for the 
loss of her husband, Stephen Bergmeyer. 
The allegation is that Stephen Bergmeyer was 
dumping offal from the free dump on Boston 
street, on September 15, 1888, when the plat- 
form gave way and Stephen waskilled. She 
asks for G. 000 damages. 


The case of John A. Hanly againat the St. 
Louis Cable & Western Railway Co. was sub- 
mitted to the jury in Judge Fisher’s room this 
morning. Hanly sues to recover damages for 
injuries received while he was employed by 
the defendant. He was a brakeman on one of 
the trains, and while throwing the switch at 
Normandy he fell in aditch and sprained 


his ankle, receiving, he claims, perma- 
nent injuries. The company’s defense 
ie that the switeh was a proper one; 


that the ditch was necessary, and that Han- 
ly’s injuries were received through his own 
carelessness. 

Letters of administration were granted to 
Annie Still, on the estate of William Still, in 
the Probate Court this morning. The estate 
is valued at $1,600. 

The will of George B. Lee, leaving all his 
property to his sister, Eliza L. Lee, was ad- 
mitted to probate this morning. 

Charies A. Stavolo filed a suit against the 
St. Louis & San Francisco Railway Co. this 
morning, and asks for $50,000 damages. He 
alleges in bis petition that he rode to Ewing

Mrs. Kelly 
sued for damages on the ground that while 
she was leaving the car on Sixth and Wash- 
ington avenue, on May 28, 1888, the driver 
started the car before she had stepped off; that 
she was thrown to the ground and her leg 
twisted, sprained and permanently injured.

Four Branches Organized and Thirty 
Mrganizers Commissioned—Mr. Barry 
Declares the Knights of Labor Order ig 
Going to Pieces—His Offer to Meet Pow. 
derly—A Brotherhood Convention. 


By Telegranh to the POST-DISPATCH. 

New York, January 25.—Thomas D. Rarry, 
founder of the new organization known as the 
United Brotherhood of Labor and the sworn 
enemy of General Master Workman Po wderly 
ahd the other general officers of the Kuights 
of Labor, was in this city yesterday. ur. 
Barry intended to remain here for several 
days and to address a mass- meeting, but he 
received a dispatch from his home in East 
Saginaw, Mich., yesterday morning informing 
bim of the death ofa young daughter and in 
consequence he left for home last night. Be. 
fore he left the city the POST-DISPATCH corre. 
spondent had a conversation with him in re. 
gard to his work since the last session of the 
General Assembly of the Knights of Labor at 
Indianapolis. Mr. Barry said: 

„ left Wome January5. Since then I visited 
many places, including Cleveland, Beaver 
Falls, Pittsburg, Philadelphia and this city. I, 
was my intention to visit the central part ot 
New York State and then visit Boston and 
other Eastern cities, but the death of my child 
will prevent such visits for the present. Since 
I have been away I have organized four 
branches of the Brotherhood and commis. 
sioned thirty organizers. We now have about 
three hundred organizers in the field. I find 
the working people very favorably disposed 
toward the new organization. The Knights of 
Labor are rapidly falling to pieces. The gen- 


eral office in Philadelphia bas to pay about $19 
a week for expressage on returned charters 
and supp lies from local ussembiies. 

‘*While in Pittsburg I offered the use of my 
hall and ‘half of my time to Mr. Powderly to 
meet me in public debate and his expenses to 
and from Scranton were guaranteed, but he 
did not dare face me. Afterl left Pittsburg he 
came to the city and the only answer he made 
to my charges was abuse, and abuse is no 
argument. 

THE KNIGHTS HARD UP. 

‘* at Yeagertown, Pa., the Knights of Labor 
were very much opposed to me, but I insisted 
on being heard, and when I left the Knights 
had decided to join the Brotherhood in a body. 
The Knights of Labor are hard pressed for 
money. The general lecturers have been taken 


from the field on account of lack of 
funds. Lecturer Walls of Pittsburg has 
been laid off. Wright of Toronto, the 


new member of the General }Executive Board, 
went to Cincinnati to build up District Assem- 
bly No. 48. The meeting was wel! advertised, 
but only nineteen Knights attended. This 
district had 18,000 members a year ago—now 
It has about 500. District No. 24 of Chicago 
had 12,000 members one year ago and now it 
has 450. A general lecturer tried to build it 
up, but had no more success tban Wright had 
in Cincinnati. At the meeting of the car driv- 
ers and conductors held at Cooper Union last 
month, Powderly said that the order was 
flourishing in East Saginaw ever 
since the man who wrote on the 
walls ofthe order ‘God bless the man who 
invented dynamite’ left it. Whoever made 
that statement and said l was the autbor of 
it, he ied. Since then Mr. Powderly has of- 
fered to supply charters and g ＋ to local 
assemblies for 50 cents each if they would or- 
ganize. He could not find more than three 
persons to organize, and to-day there is not @ 
Knight of Labor in East Saginaw. 
4 BROTHERHOOD CONVENTION. 

„„The Brotherhood will hold a convention 
this year. It is probable that it would be at 
the same time and place as that of the Gen- 
eral Assembiy, provided the order ever nas 
another general meeting, which I think is 
improbable. The general officers have used 
$9, of the educational fund and $1,000 from 
the co-operation fund, which has been in the 
treasury for many years. The order is 
pressed for money, but if an attempt is — 
to mortgage the palace at Philadelphia the 
attempt will be vigorously opposed. 
Brotherhood is flourishing. I think this city 
will have a most prosperous branch. 1 am 
pleased with the work in New York. The 
whole country is ripe for the new movement 
which is opposed to autocrats and the ben 
tralization of power.’’

The players will play, or they may not 
draw salary when the ghost walks. e of the 
syndicates is represented by Louis Newberger, 
who was instrumental in securing the original 
franchise, and was the first President of the 
Association. The general expression about 
the city is that the club must be kept here, no 
matter what the cost, and already grave doubt 
is raised of the legality of the surrender of the 
franchise. This chise was originally in- 
trusted to three trustees for the guarantors, 
and it is not readily seen how the Directors 
could take it absolutely out of their hands 
and return it. It is vretty strongly intimated 
that uniess some decisive and satisfactory 
adjustment of affairs is had with 
in a few days the courts will 
be called upon to establish the rights of 
interested parties. The News secured an in- 
terview with President Young at Wasbington 
to-day, in which he says that the Indianapolis 
Club has passed out of existence as an organi- 
zation, andthe dis ition of the franchise 
rested with himself, Mr. Spalding and Mr. 
Day. Spalding is abroad and Day is sick, so 
the question of filling the vacancy must rest in 
statu quo for the present.

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MAKING BASE BALIS. 


Automatic Machines That Wind Better 
Than Human Hands. 


Winding base balls by hand is a thing of the 
past. Machines have been invented to do the 
work automatically, consequently every ball 
is exactly like its fellow. Each machine 
winds two balis at onetime. A little rubber 
ball, weighing three-quarters of an ounce, 
around which one turn has been made with an 
end of a skein of old-fashioned gray 


stocking yarn, is slipped into the 
machine. Then another, after which 
the boy incharge touches a lever, the machine 
starts and the winding begins. The rubber 
ball is hidden in a few seconds, and in its 
2 appears a little gray yarn ball that rap - 
diy grows larger and larger. When it ap- 
pears to be about half the size of a regulation 
base ball there isa click, the machine stops, 
the yarn is cut, and the boy picks out the ball 
and tosses it into a basket. hen this basket 
is full it is passed along to another boy, who 
runs a similar machine, where a half-ounce 
layer of worsted yarn is put on. 

he next machine adds a layer of strong 
white cotton thread, and by watching closely 
as the white appears on the surface of the 

ray the beauty of the winding-machine can 

appreciated. There is perfect regularity, 
and no place where the thread crosses oftener 
than in another. A coating of rubber cement 
is next applied, and a half-ounce layer of the 
very best fine worsted completes the ball with 
the exception of the cover. Each ball when 
completed must weigh 5% ounces and meas- 
ure 9% inches in circumference. The 
minute differences in the balls 
equalized the thickness of the 
cover. Every ball and cover is weighed be- 
fore the cover is sewed on. The cover resem- 
bles two 2 8s in shape and is cut from se- 
lected and specially prepared horsehides. 
There is only one kind o 
balimade, the supposed erences lying in 
the cover and stamps only. The patentees of 
the winding machines employ about 500 hands 
at their factory and they have about 40,000 
dozen balls instock. Several cheap grades of 
balls are also manufactured, those retallin 
tor s and 10 cents being made from pr 
leather shavings.
